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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 3/15/04 
and after-final filed 2/11/04 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Reiser et al. (US 6,312,842 B1). 

Reiser et al. discloses a fuel cell powered vehicle comprising a fuel cell 14 with 
heat exchanger 104, cooling circuit 108, air conditioner 84, at least one cathode exhaust 
gas stream 40, pump 112, gas generator 50, and condensate trap 74, , wherein said 
heat exchanger condenses said cathode exhaust so it may be collected in said 
condensate trap and be reused by said fuel cell, and said A/C is in communication with 
said coolant circuit, as shown in figure 1. Reiser et al. does not disclose the vehicle as 
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having an engine in the coolant loop with the A/C and fuel cell. The applicant recites an 
engine cooling circuit in combination with A/C as being "conventional" on page 5, line 
13. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to have provided the vehicle fuel cell and A/C combination cooling 
circuit of Reiser et al. with an engine in order to provide added power and/or generate 
electricity for the electric motor and to prevent overheating of the engine, as is well- 
known in the art of hybrid vehicles. 

With respect to claims 5, 6, 11, and 12, Reiser et al. discloses the cooling circuit 
as able to be controlled by temperature reading from sensors, as recited in column 1 1 , 
lines 7-11. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-13 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Rennfeld et al. and Ap both disclose cooling circuits of interest.
